Revolutions and - Reactions. 


The popular reaction now going on in the 


* “ . " 


political sentiment of this country is but 
the after-piece and the counterpart to those 
succeeding the various revolutions which 
have occurred in Europe, South and Cen- 
tral American States, within a period of two 
hundred years. The causes which precipi- 
tated those countries into revolution, may 
be traced to a disordered state of society, 
in w tich vice overrides virtue, luxury leads 
to. debauchery, with individual integrity 
lost in public corruption, as the forerunners 
of social and political anarchy. The first, 
as also the second French Revolution found 
society in a diseased condition, resulting 
from general demoralization in both subject 
and government. In each instancethe ef- 
fect was reform of abuses practiced by rulers 
outside of legitimate authority. In France 
the spirit of resistance each time put ona 
Republican form—first, under the lead of 
Napoleon Bonaparte, as the representative 
of a sentiment resolving itself into the for- 
midable spirit of a gigantic revolution. Nor 
did this grand movement subside until Na- 
poleon, in the defeat of his attempted con- 
quest of Russia, saw the beginning of that 
end with which he was at length over- 
- whelmed, when his star went down on the 
field of Waterloo. 

The pendulum was not slow in swinging 
to the opposite extreme, when Monarchy 
reseated itself on the throne; and on the 
very day Napoleon landed at Elba, Talley- 
rand having declared his abdication of the 

’ throne a forfeiture, Louis XVIII entered 
Paris, and set up his reign. Even with the 
coronation of Bonaparte himself, he whose 
sword had been successfully wielded in the 
overthrow of the ancient septem, after the 
sacrifice of thousands of lives, returned but 
to re-establish its foundations on a firmer 
base. 

England had already, on one or two oc- 
casions, experienced the folly-of France. 

So with the 
Spanish Colonies of South America. After 
submitting for hundreds of years to tho 
most slavish despotism and avaricious power 
imposed by Spain, under Bolivar, they at 
length succeeded in throwing off the Span- 
ish yoke. They severed, it is true, the 
mother tie, and they established 3 Repub- 
lic, but on a volcano burning with perpet- 
ual fires, and occasional irruptions, which 
have kept up a constant state of social and 
political anarchy. The same may be said 
of the States of Central America. Their 
revolutions have uniformly rebounTed back 
even beyond the beginning point. 

And Mexico, ever since she was jirst in- 
vaded by Cortez, by whom the chain of her 
sovereignty was broken in thie Kimpcror 
Montezuma, has been subject to almost in- 
cessant strife and fermentation. ‘I'he peo- 
ple of these were not prepared to accept 
Republican government, nor are they to- 
day any nearer to it than in their first at- 
tempt at revolution.

Joseph Brought to Judgment. 


Since we have not even taken a bird’s eye 
view of the Legislature, we are not posted 
as to its several distinctive nationalities, but 
if there should be in that body any of, the 
class commonly and classically known as 
“carpot-baggers,” there are certain portions 
of the following communication which we 
would especially eommend to their perusal. 
There is also another class, should 
it be represented there, whose attention we 
would direct to certain other sections, which 
will readily suggest themselves on being 
read. The latter class may be recognized 
by their African de-scent, and .in the time 
of which Joseph wrote they were known as 
‘negroes,’ but now as “my countrymen,” 
Irrespective of these race casts and distinc- 
tions, we commend the communication ir- 
respective of party or party considerations, 
to the members of the Legrlature. 
subject matter is worthy of their consider- 
ation in view of the favor which Joseph is 


so earnestly supplicating at their hands : 
ATLANTA, July 25, 1868. 

Mr. EZditor :—Will you allow the columns of 
your paper to be used as the medium through 
which justice may be done to one of your citizens, 
whose name of late has been much used, much 
abused, and whether properly or not, can be an- 
swered by himself>as I propose to open a door for 
him to explain the offenses charged against him. 
{ have been led to this course from noticing the 
inscriptions on the many transparencies paraded 
through the streets of Atlanta on the night of the 
23d inst., in which the nameof Joseph E. Brown 
figured eonspicuously. Among the charges 
now circulating against him are the following: 

1. He is charged as having recommended in his 
message ofthe 7th if November, 1860, while Gov- 
ernor of Georgia. to the Legislature of said State, 
to declare the citizens of Massachusetts found in 
this State without the protection of the laws of 
this State, thereby permitting them to be shot 
down indiscriminately. ‘And should any other 
State interfere inthe policy of Georgia; the Gov- 
ernor declares that he “would retaliate promptly by 
seizing and hanging upon the newrest tree, two of the 
subjects of such Government for each citizen of 
Georgia whose life should be taken.”’ 

The Governor is charged with having 
said in said message of the Tth of No- 
vember, 1860, that the poor white laborer of Geor- 
gia is respected, and that he blacks no master’s 
boots and bows the knee to no one save 
God alone; and that the negro is in no sense ofthe 
term his equal, and he feels and knows it; and 
that the former belongs to theonly true aristocrcy, 
the race of white men. 

Also, that the poor white laborers of Georgia 
will never allow the negro to testify against them 
in Courts, nor to sit with them on juries. nor 
march to the ballot box by their sides and partic- 
ipate in the choice of their rulers, claim social 
equality, nor ask the hands of their children in 
marriage, and that the ultimate design of the 
Black Republican party is to bring about this 
state of things in the Southern States, &c. 

3. He, Gov. Brown, is charged with having said 
in said message: “So soon as the Government 
shall have passed into Black Republican hands, a 
portion of our citizens must, if possidle, be bribed 
into treachery to their own section by the allure- 
ments of office, or a hungry swarm of abolition 
emisssaries must be imported among us as office- 
holders, to eat out out substance, insult us with 
their arrogance, corrupt our siaves and engender 
discontent among them, while they flood the cov1i- 
try with inflamatory abolition documents, and do 
all in their power to create in the South a state of 
things which must ultimately terminate in a war 
of extermination between the white and the black 
races.’’ 

3’. Governor Brown is charged with having gone 
into the Executive office, owning alittle farm near 
Canton, Ga., with a few slaves scarcely self-sus- 
taining, and at the close of the war being the 
wealthiest man in Georgia. He is charged with 
having bought largéfy of railroad interest in the 
Nashville and Chattanooga Railroad, and other 
companies; plantations in southwestern Georgia, 
& palatial residence in the city of Atlanta, valued 
at $16,000 in gold—$20,000 in greenbacks. . 

That he has bought the land and built one of the 
finest business houses on Broad street, near the 
bridge, estimated at $40,000. Also, other property 
inthe city of Atlanta, besides disbursing large 
amounts in the way of loans, etc, 

Also, with having 4 large bank account in Eu- 
rope, on which he is charged with drawing secret- 
ly, when he finds he can use the same to advan- 
tage, without making manifest his operations. 

He is also charged with owning hundreds of 
thousands of dollarsin Georgia sixes, and other 
State securitiog at the close of the war. 

4. He is now charged with social equality of 
races, pandering to prejudice and passion, to 
array one class against theother, and lastly, with 
having lent himself to oppress, persecute. and 
seeking to take the life of innocent men. to in- 
crease in Radical favor and thereby secure a seat 
in the United Stafes Senate. 

Theabove are a portion of the charges daily 
made, and if the Governor is. innocent let him 
vindicate himself as any honest man would de-, 
light to do; but, if guilty, we leave him to choose 
his own course, Believing thatjno man should be 
condemned before being heard, we desire to pre- 
sent the above as au issue before the people, to be 
by them decided, when their votes are counted in 
the Senatorial elcetion, Farr Pviay.

Mr. Pendleton at Home. 


A Bright Sketch of Himself and 
Family. 


NEw YorK July 3, 1868. 

While in Cincinnati en route for this city, 
I called on Mr. Pendleton at his residence.” 
in the village of Clifton, distant four miles 
from the Burnet House. It was upon a 
Sunday afternoon. and the road leading 
through Mout Auburn, another one of the 
beautiful suburban villages which circle 
Cincinnati, was crowded with vehicles of 
all kinds, guided by protessional and aima- 
teur whips, out for the accustomed Sunday 
afternoon drive, the whole forming such a 
scene of dashing, rattling life as is not 
witnessed elsewhere I suspect, west of New 
York. I found Mr. Pendleton at home re- 
ceiving quite a aumber of the Southern 
delegates, among whom were Gens. Forrest 
and Bate, of Tennessee, and Gen. Basil 
Duke, of Kentucky. Mr. Pendleton is oc- 
cupying at present the residence of his 
widowed sister, a lady of large wealth who 
is at present traveling in Europe. The 
mansion is a Most Magnificent One, with a 
finish such as is seldom seen on this side of 
the water. At every turn evidences of 
European travel meet the eye, while the 
floors of the principal rooms are laid in 
marble mosaic of the most celebrated pat- 
erns. Attached to the main building is an 
elegant floral conservatory in the style of 
a grotto, filled with all the choicest exotics, 
and my favoriteof all flowers—the fuschia, 


succession of hot houses, in which I 
noticed, growing most luxuriantly. ba- 
nanas and pineappies, and other tropical 
fruits. The grounds, which are seventy- 
three acres in extent, are most diversified. 
and in all the highest state of ornamental 
cultivation. The views from the front and 
rear verandas of the main building are 
wonderfully grand and beautiful. Looking 
from the former theeye takes in ata glance 
the whole of the picturesque valley ot 
Mill Creek, stretching out to the westward 
for miles and miles, while, from the latter. 
the valley of the Ohio, with “la belle 
Riviere” winding away between the hills 
to the sea, makes up a picture which, with 
the golden mist of a setting sun thrown 
over if, seemed to me,as [ gazed long and 
wistfnlly dowp ijt, too loyely to be real. 
Mr, Pendleton is a much handsomer 
man than J expected to see, and, although 
there are several tine photographs of him 
extant, one of the best of which is now 
hung along with the rest of the Democratic 
aspirants for the Presidency, at the head 
of the tirst ffight of stairs in new Tam- 
many Hall, they all fail to give (and it is 
rare that thcse sun pictures ever do) that 
peculiar expression which draws one 
toward him, the moment his face is lighted 
up in welcome. Mr. Pendleton’s manner 
is easy and sclf-possessed, with a bonhom- 
mie which is not often met with in these 
higher latitudes. There is just a little of 
the brusqueness of the Western politician 
about him, which, perhaps, would escape 
those who did not observe them very close- 
. His voice is clear and sonorous, with 
a slight nasal twang, which, though a lit- 
tle unpleasant, at time3, when his 
voice is pitched high, is scarcely notice- 
able when his words soften down 
into the tone of ordinary converse. 
Mr. Pendleton is of medium stature, with 
a manly and robust constitution, clear olive 
complexion, eyes Of bluish gray, -and, 
though between forty and forty-tive years 
of age, does not seem so old by ten years. 
His hair, of which he hasa fine suit, ts quite 
black, and there is no trace cf gray save a 
few silver threads which peep out here and 
there from the silky beard upon his ch 
In his attire, Mr. Pendleton is faultlessly 
neat, without in the least approaching to 
foppéry. In a walk:to which he invited me 
through the grounds, he cast aside all allu- 
sions to politics, and entertained the few 
who joined us with interesting accounts of 
the surrounding localities, to many of whieh 
local historic taaditions are attached. Just 
at the foot of the grounds, looking up Mill 
Creek Valley, stands the old Ludlow House, 
famous as a headquarters in the Indian 
wars. Mrs. Pendicton, who joined her 
husband in receiving, is a mostaccomplish- 
ed and elegant lady. with a face and man- 
ner which tell at once of cultivation and 
refinement. She is a native of Maryland,

The American Poet in England-- 
His Reception at Carlise. 


From the London Times, June 16.] 


American poet. who arrived in Liverpool 
on Saturday week, in the steamer Russia. 
paid a visit to the lakes on ‘Tuesday and 
Wednesday. and on Thursday night pro- 
ceeded to Carlisle on a visit to Mr. Robert 
Ferguson, of Morton, near that city. On 
Friday the distinguished visitor, who is 
accompanied by three daughters, Miss 
Longfellew, Miss Edith Longfellow and 
Miss Annie Longfellow, and also by his 
brother-in-law, Mr. Appleton, paid a visit 
to Coroy and Wetherel, with their host and 
some other friends, lunched with Mr. P. H. 
Howard, of Corby Castile, and made a tour 
through the picturesque grounds of Corby. 
On Saturday morning, the committee of 
the Carlisle Library, Scientific and Me- 
chanics’ Institute had the privilege of pre- 
senting an address of welcome to the pvet, 
at Morton. The committee was in 

troduced by Mr. Ferguson, who is Presi- 
dent of the Institute. Mr. Davidson, 
banker, Vice President of the Institute, 
said that on behalf of the Carlisle Literary 
Scientific and Mechanics’ Institute, he and 
his colleagues of the Committee of Ar- 
rangement had the honor of appearing to 
present an address, in which they wished 
to offer Mr. Longfellow a hearty welcome 
to the ancient city of Carlisle, and to ex- 
press their high admiration of his great 
and distinguished talents and labors in the 
tields of literature, and to assure him that 
the heart of the old country beats with 
genuine affection toward the people of the 
great American Republic. Mr. Charles P. 
Hardy, a mewber of the committee, added 
a few words expressing the hope that the 
pearls of literature which- had been pro- 
fusely cast over this country by Mr. Long- 
fellow might be brilliantly set in the 
hearts and judgment of those who had had 
the honor of reading them, Mr. John 
Sewell then read an address of welcome, 
which was briiliantly illuminated upon 
velluin; Mr. Longfellow, upon receiving 
the address, said: “Mr. Presidentand gen- 
tlemen: Being more accustomed to speak 
with the pen than with the tongue, it is 
somewhat ditticult for me to find appropri- 
ate words now to thank you for the honor 
you have done me and the very kind ecx- 
pressions you have used.

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Employment of Females. 

The condition of women in-Great Brit- 
ain, in respect to means of employment, is 
most distressing. A pamphlet lately pub- 
lished in England shows the dreadful ef- 
fects of competition and over-supply of the 
labor market upon them. More than two 
and a half millions of English women are 
unmarried and forced to earn their own 
living. No less than 43.964 of these are out- 
docr agricultural laborers, a kind of em- 
ployment for which women are entirely 
unfitted, and which almost inevitably pro- 
duces moral degradation. There are also 
nearly a million house servants and fifteen 
thousand governesses. The condition ot 
the latter may be judged from the fact that 
hundreds can be found who are willing to 
accept £25 and £30 per annum for their 
services, while not very lately no less than 
three hundred women applied for the situ- 
ation of nursery governess, in reply to an 
advertisement which expressly. stated that 
no salary weuld be given. 

When the English telegraph companies 

were first started, they paid their female 
clerks a few shillings per week, with a 
gradual increase untll the sum averaged 
ubout fourteen shillings. The competition, 
however, became so great that the wages 
have since been reduced as low as five shil- 
lings a week. In France the case is still 
worse; for the Government, finding that 
women could not vote at the elections, has 
discharged them from all positions in the 
post office and telegraph, and replaced 
Ahem with men. 
Much of this derth of female employment 
is caused by the interference ot men in fe- 
maie work, as dressmaking, millinary. stay 
and corset making, andeven laundry work. 
A feeling of prejudice against inferor work 
also has some effect in driving women into 
genteeler kinds of employ ment,, like teach- 
ing; but, more than anything else, the 
cause is to be found in the want of capaci- 
ty of women, arising from their inferior 
education. The same danger also threat- 
ens this country, and can only be avoided 
by securing proper and thorough training 
for all females who have to support them- 
selyes by their own exertions. 

Some very interesting particulars are 
furnished in the lastcensus of Massachu- 
setts ofthe variety of occupations pursued 
by women in that State. Besides the more 
common kindsof employment mentioned, 
there are a considerable number which few 
persons would suppose could be car- 
ried on by women. The total number 
employed in the State was 83,314, divided 
as follows; 27.393 domestics, 20,152 opera- 
tives, 6,210 teachers. 4.381 seamstresses. 
12.000 engaged in different trades, 1,119

Summer Palace at Pekin.
